Daniel Wood (1791 - 1855) 


Wife, Jeannette Lowden (m. 1821) 





In 1791, Daniel Wood was born in 


Ashton Under-Lyne, in the county of 
Lancashire, England. Daniel is our earliest 
“verified” Wood family ancestor. 


We don't, at this time know of his childhood. 
However, at age 17, Daniel enlisted in the 
British Army. 


Daniel's Joins the Army 


Daniel served from 1809 to 1824. At his 
joining the Army, Napoleon was nearly, if not, 
at his height of power. In 1808, Portugal and 
Spain were battlegrounds for those who were 
opposing Napoleon's conguests. England was amassing a huge 
army/navy to go against, and defeat Napoleon. Daniel was to enter the 
Peninsula War. 





Daniel Marries Jeannette Lowden 


In 1821, Daniel married Jeannette Lowden in Paisley, Renfrew, 
Scotland. Jeannette is the daughter of Robert Lowdon and Margaret 
King. Jeanette was born in 1801, and Christened in Kirk of Shotts, 
Lanarkshire, Scotland. 


Daniel's first son, Daniel, was not born in their ancestral home of Ashton 
Under-Lyne, but rather in the harbour town of Portsmouth. All Daniel & 
Jeanette's remaining children will be born in Ashton under Lyne. The 
obvious reason for the young Daniel being born in Portsmouth appears 
to be Daniel's military commitment. This younger Daniel is our ancestor. 


Interesting, in 1875, young Daniel will marry Katherine McReavy, who's 
father is from Scotland.

LIFE AFTER THE MILITARY 

After Daniel's military service, the young family took residence in his 
home town of Ashton Under-lyne, Lancashire. Through reading the 
various censuses, and a newspaper clipping, that Daniel was a cabinet 
maker, and at one point the Town Cryer. 


In the 1841 Census, Daniel (age 50) was listed as the “Town Cryer”. 


“In England, town criers 
were the means of 
communication with the 
people of the town, since 
many people could not 
read or write. 


Proclamations, local 
bylaws, market days, 
adverts, were all 
proclaimed by a bellman or 
crier. 


Town crier Tony Appleton welcomed the birth of the Royal baby outside the hospital 





Criers often dress 
elaborately, by a tradition 
dating to the 18th century, in 
a red and gold coat, white 
breeches, black boots and a tricorne hat. 


Modern day Town Cryer, dressed in the 
traditional clothing of the 18th century. 


They carry a handbell to attract people's attention, as they shout the 
words "Oyez, Oyez, Oyez!" before making their announcements. The 
word "Oyez" means "hear ye," which is a call for silence and attention.” 


In that same 1941 English Census, Daniel's two older children worked at 
the cotton mill. 


At the cotton mill, young Daniel Jr. (age 15) was a “cotton piecer”, which 
meant he pieced together any threads which broke, and young Mary 
(age 14) was a “cotton weaver”, which meant she produced cloth by use 
of a loom. 


The 1841 Census also showed 7 children living with Daniel and 
Jeanette: Daniel, Mary, Maria, John, Jennet, Herbert, and Duncan. 


Confirmation that Daniel Wood was the Town Cyrer 


“...Mr. Eaton had been a ringer in the Ashton Parish Church upwards of 
62 years, and was the last person who rung in the old tower, which was 
in 1817 — the new one being commenced on the 12th of December in 
that year, and completed on December 12th, 1818. 


There is no record of all the peals he rung, but among the many various 
methods is one 5,000 Plain Bob Royal ; five 5,000 and one 8,000 Treble 
Bob Royal ; seven 5,000 Grandsire Triples ; fourteen 5,000, one 7,000, 
and one 10,000 Grandsire Caters ; and two 5,000 Grandsire Cingues ; 
thus making, as far as can be ascertained, 32 peals in different parts of 
the country. 


He was tutor of 
several ringers in 
different parts of the 
country. On the and of 
September, 1872, the 
Ashton ringers took 
part in a contest at 
Eccles, and were 
successful in securing 
the first prize. Mr* 
Eaton was one of the 
selected judges, and 
he composed a poem 
commemorative of the 
event. 





He was also well 
known in another capacity, that of town crier, having succeeded Daniel 
Wood at his death in 1860, and the court leet gave him the appointment 
of the obsolete office of ale-taster. Upon one occasion, during a 
thunderstorm, he had a most miraculous escape, for the handle of his 
bell was struck by lightning, and split right up the centre without doing 
him the least harm. He took pleasure in making entries in his books of 
particular events, which are not of any great public interest.

THE ENGLISH CENSUS (SEE APPENDIX FOR ACTUAL CENSUSES) 
The 1841 English Census 


In the 1841 Census, Daniel (age 50) is listed as a “Chelsea Pensioner”, 
and a widower. Daniel's wife, Jeanette, had died in 1848. 


Young John (age 18) was a “shoemaker”, most likely an “apprentice 
shoemaker”. 
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During the 19th century, the children of the poor didn't have to go to 
school, but many went to work instead. 


The Industrial Revolution saw Britain's huge factories produce goods to 
be traded across Britain and the world. Jobs were plentiful but workers' 
wages were extremely low, so every member of the family was expected 
to work in order to support each other. 


Young James (age 16) and Herbert (age 14) worked at the cotton mill as 
“cotton weavers”. 


Absent from the 1851 Census is Young Daniel, who would have been 27 
years old. We have strong documentation that shows Daniel in Salt Lake 
City, Utah by this time. 


Daniel the Cabinet-Maker 


When Daniel's daughter, Mary, marries in 1853 , The Manchester 
Gardian newspaper, list Daniel as a cabinet-maker in Manchester. 
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FACTORIES AND TEXTILE MILLS 


By the middle of the 19th century, Britain was producing half the world's 
cotton cloth in giant mills that dotted the valleys and dominated many 
towns in the north of England. Yet not a scrap of cotton was grown in 
Britain. Britain dominated the global production of a cloth made entirely 
from material imported from the southern United States, India and Egypt. 
The finely woven, beautifully printed British muslins, calicoes and 


chintzes clothed people and furnished the homes everywhere.

Victorian Children at work-Factory Victorian Child Labour was nothing 
new for Britain or all of Europe for that matter. Children had been used 
for labour for centuries. lt was expected of them to help support their 
families. During the 1800's awareness began to grow toward the ills of 
child labour in factories and elsewhere. Laws were passed and then 
amendments to those laws were passed until the use of children under 
the age of 16 years of age was prohibited for full-time work. 


But up until these laws were passed child labour in Victorian times was 
rampant. Factory and mill owners saw children as cheap effective 
labour. They worked for a mere fraction of what an adult earned. And 
girls were even cheaper. 


Because of their size and youthful energy there were jobs that children 
performed as good, or even better than adults. Sometimes you would 
find more children than adults working at a factory. 





At the factories children had no rights. The dirtiest Jobs were given to 
the children. Many times a child would be told to clean under machines 
even while they were running. There were little or no safety measures 
put in place in Victorian times so the occurrence of an injury and even 
death was not uncommon. Victorian child labour consisted of very long 
working hours. The normal work week would be Monday thru Saturday 
from 6 A.M. to 8 P.M. Children would be beaten or fined for falling 
asleep, making a mistake or being late. 


Life was egually hard for adult factory workers. Until 1833, hours of 
employment were not regulated, and it was 1844 before the law insisted 
that the machinery had to be fenced to prevent death and 
dismemberment. The thunderous noise of the machinery never ceased, 
so most older workers became deaf. Lung diseases were also prevalent, 
caused by the minute fiber fragments in the air. Few adults could leave 
the mills, especially when whole cities were devoted to textiles and little 
other work was available. 





A VETERAN OF THE NAPOLEONIC WARS 


The Napoleonic Wars (1803-1815) were a series of major global 
conflicts pitting the French Empire, led by Napoleon I, against an array 
of European powers formed into various coalitions, led and financed by 
Great Britain. 


The war started when French and Spanish armies invaded and occupied 
Portugal in 1807, and escalated in 1808 when France turned on Spain, 
its ally until then. The war on the peninsula lasted until the Sixth 
Coalition defeated Napoleon in 1814, and is regarded as one of the first 
wars of national liberation, significant for the emergence of large-scale 
guerrilla warfare.” 


Military records show Daniel in the 22"? Regiment in the years 1809 
through 1815. In 1814/1815, he was in Bangalor, India. 


At some point, Daniel was transferred to the 41*' foot Regiment, which 
brought him back to his ancestral home of Ashton Under-Lyne. 


Records show Daniel ending his active service in 1824. 


Sons, Daniel & Duncan have also been in the military. Daniel Jr. enlisted 
in the Utah Militia in the early 1850s. We don't Know when Daniel arrived 
in America. 


Duncan, married in England, then immigrated to America in 1863. 
Duncan then enlisted in the Union side of the Civil War in 1864. Duncan 
received his Citizenship in 1866. 


All supporting military documents for Daniel and his sons are found 
in the Appendix, 
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It was in the 1851 English Census, that Daniel 
(age 60) was listed as a “Chelsea Pensioner”. 


Raised in 1719 by General Edmund Fielding 
the regiment was formed of Invalids and 
Chelsea Out-Pensioners (soldiers who were to 
diseased, injured or old to serve in the regular 
army, but not so that they warranted a place 
in the Chelsea Hospital). 





“Chelsea Pensioners”, according to the British 
Army Service Records, are men that have 
pensioned out of the British Army 1760 to 1913. 


These pensions were administered through The Royal Hospital at 
Chelsea. The great majority of pensioned soldiers were "out-pensioners" 
and did not reside at the Hospital itself.” 


At age 64, Daniel died in Ashton under Lyne St Michael, Lancashire, 
England. 





The long scarlet coat is an icon of the Royal Hospital Chelsea 
and is worn with pride by the Chelsea Pensioners.

ANCESTRAL HOME OF OUR WOOD FAMILY 
Ashton under Lyne, Lancashire, England 


Ashton under Lyne is in the Greater Manchester area, and seems to be 
the ancestral home of the Wood & Greenhalgh families. 


Our roots in Aston Under-lyne goes back to the 12!" century. Thomas 
Greenhalgh (b.1558) married Alice Holt, who was the granddaughter of 
Dorothy Ashton, of the ancient & distinguished Ashton Family. 


The Ashton's derived their surname from the town of Ashton-under-Lyne, 
where, according to the Heralds of former times, they were seated 
shortly after the Norman Conauest. 


By sheer coincidence, Our Wood family has firm roots in the 18'^ century 
town of Asheton Under-lyne. As far as we know, all but one of Daniel 
and Jeanette's children are to stay in the County of Lancashire, and in 
particular Asheton Under-lyne. That one exception is our ancestor, 
Daniel Jr.. How and when younger Daniel goes to America is unknown at 
this time, but will be addressed in his history.

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Cholera Outbreaks in England 


In 1836, Catherine McReavy was living in Cockermouth, Cumberland 
when the worldwide cholera epidemic made deadly passes through 
England and Wales. 


During the mid-19th century, England suffered through two major 
outbreaks of cholera that killed more than 100,000 people. 
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As the cause of cholera slowly became apparent, the medical profession 
changed its focus from diagnosis to prevention. 
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“WATER! WATER! EVERYWHERE ; 
AND NOT A DROP TO DRINK.” Coleridge 


Public bathhouses like the one built in Maidstone in 1852 were a 
reaction to the cholera outbreaks. 
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Between 1829 and 1851, cholera carved a deadly path around the world, 
and England would not be spared. The cholera outbreak of 1832 in 
London claimed the lives of 55,000 people. England and Wales would 
suffer another 52,000 cholera deaths in the outbreak that began in 1848. 
The shock of the deadly pandemic forced London's leaders to address 
the city's sanitation problems. A Board of Health was established in 
1832, and the Metropolitan Sewers Commission was created in 1848 to 
oversee the connection of houses to a sewer system. The medical 
profession also focused on solving the cholera problem. Dr. John Snow, 
who authored an 1855 book on cholera, made this observation in 1849, 
“Many of the earlier cases this year occurred in persons employed 
amongst the shipping in the river, and the earliest cases in Wandswroth 
and Battersea have generally been amongst persons getting water direct 
from the Thames.”

Military records show Daniel in the 22"? Regiment in the years 1809 
through 1815. In 1814/1815, he was in Bangalor, India. 


At some point, Daniel was transferred to the 41*' foot Regiment, which 
brought him back to his ancestral home of Ashton Under-Lyne. 


Records show Daniel ending his active service in 1824. 


THE 22ND LIGHT DRAGOONS / THE 41*' FOOT REGIMENT— 

“lts uniform in 1812 consisted of pink collar, cuffs and lapelles, with blue 
jacket and white breeches. There is a record of an inspection of the 
22nd Light Dragoons at Bangalore, Southern India, in July, 1815, when 
owing to the difficulty experienced by the officers in procuring the pink 
colour for their facings, " the Commander-in-Chief was pleased to admit 
of their wearing red facings for the present." In the following November 
the Prince Regent issued an order to the effect that owing to the 
difficulty in procuring peach blossom cloth in India for the officer's 
uniforms that the facings of the regiment were to be changed to white.” 


The 22"? Light Dragoons regiment was disbanded in 1820. It was a this 
point, that Daniel was transferred to the 41*' Foot Regiment. 


Sons, Daniel & Duncan have also been in the military. Daniel Jr. enlisted 
in the Utah Militia in the early 1850s. We don't know when Daniel arrived 
in America. 


Duncan, married in England, then immigrated to America in 1863. 
Duncan then enlisted in the Union side of the Civil War in 1864. Duncan 
received his Citizenship in 1866. 
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It was in the 1851 English Census, that Daniel 
(age 60) was listed as a “Chelsea Pensioner”. 


Raised in 1719 by General Edmund Fielding 
the regiment was formed of Invalids and 
Chelsea Out-Pensioners (soldiers who were to 
diseased, injured or old to serve in the regular 
army, but not so that they warranted a place 
in the Chelsea Hospital).

At age 64, Daniel died in Ashton under Lyne St Michael, Lancashire, 
England.

Records show him now listed, as a Corporal in the 41*' Regimental 
Register of Pensioners. Due to an injury, Daniel is receiving a set 
monthly sum to live on. Daniel served for 13 years & 7 months, with the 
last 1 ?/^ years as a Corporal. Daniel stood 5'6", with grey eyes, brown 
hair, and fair complexion. 


Daniel & Jeanette's first child, Daniel, is born in Portsmouth in 1824, just 
prior to the family moving to Ashton Under-lyne, Lancashire.

DANIEL WOOD JR.'S MILITARY RECORDS 
The Nauvoo Legion in Utah 


The name Nauvoo Legion was revived in Utah and applied to the 
organized militia of the state of Deseret and later of Utah Territory. 


Walker Indian War 


In the 1849 conflicts with Native Americans in Utah County, such as the 
attack at Battle Creek, Utah and Battle at Fort Utah, foreshadowed the 

1853-1854 Walker War between the Nauvoo Legion and Indians led by 
Chief Walkara ("Walker"). Twenty Mormon milittamen and many Native 

Americans died in the Walker War. 


Utah's Native Peoples and the Latter-day Saint Pioneers 


As Church President, territorial governor, and territorial superintendent 
of Indian affairs, Brigham Young pursued a peace policy to facilitate 
Mormon settlement in areas where Indians lived. Latter-day Saints 
learned Indian languages, established trade relations, preached the 
gospel, and generally sought accommodation with Indians. Peaceful 
accommodation between Indians and Latter-day Saints was both the 
norm and the ideal. But, despite Brigham Young's constant effort to 
broker lasting agreements, his peace policy emerged unevenly and was 
inconsistently applied. These two cultures—European and American 
Indian—had vastly different assumptions about the use of land and 
property and did not understand each other well. These 
misunderstandings led to friction and sometimes violence between the 
peoples.10 


The two largest clashes between Latter-day Saints in Utah and local 
Indian groups later came to be Known as the Walker War (1853—54) and 
the Black Hawk War (1865-72). They began as skirmishes between 
Mormon militias and principally Ute Indians that escalated into larger- 
scale conflicts. Violence between Mormons and Indians abated as 
disease and starvation severely reduced Indigenous populations living in 
the Intermountain West and United States federal action confined many 
Indians to reservations.11

In May 1864, Major General Ulysses S. Grant removed fresh troops 
from the defensive fortifications of Washington and transferred them 
into the field to strengthen the Army of the Potomac. To man 
defenses around the capital in their place, and to relieve regiments at 
various northern fortifications, Lincoln issued a call for 500,000 troops 
to serve a brief term of 100 days. This measure would allow enough 
time to raise longer-term regiments to occupy rearward defenses. The 
6th Massachusetts was activated for a third time in response to this 
call for 100-day regiments.[44] 


The regiment organized at Camp Meies in Readville, Massachusetts, 
just outside of Boston beginning July 13, 1864. Colonel Follansbee 
again commanded the regiment. The roster of field and staff officers 
was fundamentally the same as their previous nine-month term of 
service.[45] They departed on July 20 for Washington, reaching the 
city on July 22. They were posted on Arlington Heights in Fort C.F. 
Smith. Their month of service there was mundane, consisting of 
regular drills, inspections and fatigue duty.[46] 


On August 21, 1864, the regiment was ordered to move. They traveled 
by rail to Philadelphia and by steamship to Fort Delaware on Pea 
Patch Island on the Delaware River. The regiment relieved the 157th 
Ohio Infantry and commenced garrison and guard duty over the 7,000 
Confederate prisoners of war held at Fort Delaware.[47] There had 
been widespread instances of mistreatment of prisoners by Union 
units that previously garrisoned the fort, including abuse and theft of 
prisoners' property. Members of the 6th Massachusetts condemned 
these practices and generally refrained from similar abuses.[48] Their 
duty consisted of standing post and escorting prisoners on various 
work details. The fort was large and in excellent condition. The 
barracks were newly constructed, comfortable, and included a library 
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and other amenities. The field and staff officers as well as several 
company officers were joined by their wives and children at the post. 
The regimental historian recorded that many members of the unit 
remember their time at Fort Delaware as extremely pleasant.[49] 


On October 19, 1864, the 6th Massachusetts was relieved and began 
the journey back to Boston, which they reached on October 21. The 
regiment reported to Camp Meigs on October 27, 1864, and were 
mustered out for the third and last time. During their third term, the 
regiment lost 10 men to disease.
